Review of the Report on the working of the Archaological Department 
for the year 1343 Faeli (1933-34 A.C.) 

Persotnut .- — There was no olmuge in the perstinnel of the l)ej>artnient ditring 
the year under review. 

Ton fit . — The Director toured in several districts where conservation work 
was being carried out. He also attended the Kiglith Session of the Oriental 
Conference at Raroda in tlie last week of Ltecemlier, and presided o^'er 

its Archaeological section. 

Survey oj Mommenfs . — ,4 number of new monuments were surveyed 
mcluding the notable vifutrtt at Obatotkatch which seems to have so far 
remained unknown to the archaeologists. The old.Fort of Taltaui (District 
Aurangabad) was sun^eyed for the Erst time and some inscriptions of histori¬ 
cal interest discovered. A nunilier of pre-historic cemeteries ^vere discovered 
with fragments of implements, etc. and will 1>e preserved under H.E H. the 
Nizam's Ancient Monunients Protection Act The Nidikonda inscription in^ 
scribed on the four sides of a pillar has tseen deciphered and fully described 
ill an ap|jendlx of this year’s reixirt. 

Conservation .. — The work of deaiiiiig and preserving the frescoes at the 
Aianta and Kllora caves "was continued and scientific measures were adopted 
for the purpose. Five frescoes were brought to light for the first time at 
Hllora and are being carefully copied, .Apart I rum necessarv' rejiairs, removal 
of the debris, cleaning and washing of some of the ca\'es, new passages were 
constructed for the convenience of the iTsitors to these places of ivorld^wide 
fame. The control of annual maintenance and repairs of the Ajanta caves 
have l>eeu placed in the direct charge of the Archseological l>e[>artmeut from thi.s 
year and such an administrative change is calculated to ensure prompt attention 
to the immediate needs of u-ork pertainiug to thc?se caves. The Aiifangabdd 
Caves have also l>eeu thoroughly cleaned, conserved and made accessible 
bv the construction of a motor-road from the towm. 

In Daulatabad Voxt two historical buildings have been cleared I'tir tfie 
first time and arc lielug taken under protection for their architectural 
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imijortajice. A niimtjei of ancient buildings within the fort and outside 
were repaired. 

In constructing new roads and effecting man)' important repairs no less 
useful work was carried out at Bidar, the roost . noteworthy of these being 
the skilful conser^^ation work done to the facade of the Mad rasa Mahmud 
(3§w^. 

The total expenditure on this head amounted to Rs* 91 , 017 - 13 - 6 . 
showing an increase of more than Rs. 33jOtJO to last year's figure. 

General . — ^The Director reports a comprehensive sur\'ey' of the Tclugt: 
Districts of the State that resulted in copj-ing all inscriptions in tlmt language. 
These are now being edited, as well as the (Tanarese inscriptions of Kopbal. 
Kukkaniu' and Kallni, in the form of monographs, and are expected to he 
jjublished next year. Some valuable exhibits were acquired for the Hyderabad 
Museuni; luti'self graciously irontributing some pieces of marble and 

a helmet of historical interest. 

Canc/rwrow.—The report, though a little late, is by no means disappointing. 
In particular the Government note with appreciation the achievement of the 
Hyderabad Archeological Department in the domain of Telugu epigraphy. 
The Government are further pleased to observe that the Department is 
Ijerfortning its work most satisfactorily under the able guidance of its eminent 
Director, Mr, Ghulam Yazdani.

There was rto change in the personnel of the Department during the year Persoanei 
under review. The Director, Mr. G. Yazdant. although on Special Duty had to 
do the major portion of the office routine in addition to devoting a considerable 
time to the compilation of Ajaiita and Bidar volnmes, the Assistant Director, 

Mr. Syed Ynsuf, helping the Director both in office and field wt>Tk5. 

The Director toured in the Aurangabad, Bidar. GuJbarga and Raipur tou« 
districts for the supervision of conservation work which has been carried out 
there. He also attended the Eighth Session of the Baroda Oriental Conference 
held in the last week of December, 1933, in the capadtj’ of the President of the 


Archseological Section of the Conference and went to Bombay in connection with 
the purchase of certain old paintings for the Hyderabad Museum. In all, the 
Director toured for 56 days. The Assistant Director toured for 28 days in the 
Bidar, Gulbarga, Osmanabad, Aurangabad, Nalgonda and Atraf-i-BaJdah 
districts. The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant Director are 
given in their diaries published in this Report as Appendices E and F. 

Several new monuments of considerable aTclm>logica] and historical impor- 
tance were surveyed during the year in the Bidar, Gulbarga, Osmanabad, 
Aurangabad, Nalgonda and Atrafri-Baldah districts. The most important of 
these is a v that a at Ghatotkatch w'hich was concealed from view on account of 
accumulation of debris and has been noti(xd and cleaned for the first time (H, 

It is separate from the two viharas at Ghatotkatch described in P'ergusson and 
Burgess' C^ve TtmpU^ of India {pp. 346-47). 

Another important monument surveyed for the first time is the fort at Taltam 
(norv knoxMi as Vai^agarh) mentioned in Xln-i-Aid)an and the Akbar Ndmak in 
connection with the conqufst of ^andesh and Ahmadnagar by Akbar. The 
fort is situated in the Indhiyaii range between Ajanta and Kanhar. From 
architectural point of view it is like the other hill-forts of the Deccan: but it has 
some inscriptions' which throw light on contemporary history. The fort-wall 
and the bastions are constructed of coarse masonry and with the exception of 
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three gateway’s—known astbe J anjala> J arandi and the Baitalbar! Darwaitahs—and. 
the remains of some old palaces and mosqties there is nothing in the fort which 
can pretend to any archaeological or artistic importance. 

In the Osinanabad District the following monuments were surveyed for the 
tirst time ;— 

(1) Jmni' ytasjid, This mosque, built in Bijapur sti'Ie. Ls constructed 

of dressed masonry and stands on a masonry platform (51' 6' X 46' 5') . Access to 
the platform is through three staircases (comprising three steps in each case) 
placed in the middle of Its Northern, Bastern and Southern sides, 

Thepraj’er-hall measures 28' 3'' x 46' 5* internaU}' and has five arched o|)enlngs 
fadng the Hast. The span of the arches is uniform in each case, being 5' 10” 
wide. The prayer-hall is dtiihded into tliree compartments by the uisertioo of 
cross arches. The central compartment which is square is three times as hig as 
tlie side ones and is cox’Cred over by a large dome. The side aisles, are all 
covered over with smaller domes of imiform dze. Like all other domes of the 
Bijapur style the domes are narrow-necked and spherical. The large central 
dome has a tlecorated drum, decked with lotus jietals and crowmed wnth a 
crescent tinial. The four comers of the building are adorned with four slim 
minar ets ; but the rear wail has two additional minarets (smaller in height than 
the corner minarets) above the projection of the mikrab. A decorative paraiiet 
runs round the t<)p of the building and obstructs the view of the domes from a 
closer distance. The facade of the building is adorned b>' means of a car\%d 
stone chhajja placed on stone brackets. Three Persian inscriptions ‘ in Kast'aliq 
characters — one fixed on the top of the central arch, one on the right p illar 
supporting the central arch and one over the mihrab — giv'e the date of the 
erection of the mosque — 1071 H. (corresponding to 1660 A.D.) and the name of the 
founder, Sohrab Khan. 

(2) Laoni Gumhad, T/dyh/tiTr : This building is in Bijapur style consisting of a 
large narrow-necked dome adorned w'ith lotus petals round its drum. The 
structure is a perfect square, 23' ii* each way, resting on a base measuring 
2g' ii'xaq' n". A large arched opening (6' 4" wide) in each of the sides of the 
building serx'es the purpose of an entrance and at the same time admits light and 
air into the interior. The arch in the western side has been blocked up and a 
niche built in it apparently for prayer piirjioses. The entire structure, with the 
exception of the dome, is of dressed masonr>' but the dome is constructed of 
brick in lime. The facade of the building is ornamented by means of a carved 
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stone thhajjn supported on carved brackets. Above the chajja is an arcaded 
frieze and at the top is an omatuental parapet. There are hgiires of monkeys, 
jieacocks and Hons fixed here and there in the masonry of the building. 
These animal representations from their haphazard arrangement appear to 
ha\e been transferred to this building from some Hindu structures. At the 
four comers of the building stood four small turrets, out of which only the one in 
the south-eastern comer now exists, but tliis turret too has gone out of plumb 
and threatcEis to fail dowm. In addition to the ornamental features described 
above tlie building has another feature which is rarely to lie met with in the 
other buildings of its class—namely, the projecting margins of the platform, on 
wliich the building stands, have been placed, as tlie t-khajja has been, on carved 
stone brackets, and this unirpie arrangement lends a charming apjiearance to the 
bod) of the structure. ] he anangmeut of the interior of the building is of the 
usual type, viz., the stpiare chamlier rendered by means of squinches into an 
octagon, \^hicll higher u[j is changed into a polygon of sixteen sides and 
ultimately into a perfect circle udiieh supports the drum of the dome. The 
cliajiiber is vacant now and there is no trace of any grave in it, A modern 
masonry platform stands in front of the prayer niche, descriJjed above, blocking 
it and rendering it unfit for the purjiose for which it w'as constructed. I'hough 
tliere are no inscriptions fixed to the building, uor is there anv other historical 
im[)ortance attached to it. yet the structure on account of its extraordinary 
architectural features rightly deserves to be protected. The Department has 
accordingly uudertakeu to repair and protect the building. 

(3) BUaw^nl Bats, Moram : This is tire main gatewmy of the r-iffage, uaiued 
after the famous Tulja Bhawani of Tuljapur. The structure on account of its 
loftiness and grandeur attracts tlie \iew of the visitor from a considerable 
distance. It is an arched structure, about 35 fl*- in height, cEmstructed of 
well-chiselled mawmry. The building slightly tapifrs from Iwttom to top and has 
a low plain parapet crowding it. Sculptures of dwarpakifi and Hindu gods, as 
well as the figures of Jiua Xirtaukaras have been fixed into the bodv of the 
building. To the right of the arch is a baud of four naked seated male figures, 
all four-handed,—two hands of tliese are joined together and rest in the lap while 
the right one of the other two hands holds a trisnta and the left a damrit. Over 
these figures are two heads of Karasimha and a lotus frieze. To extreme right 
is a four-handed duarpah, holding in each of the tw-o right hands a mace and a 
damru and in one of the left hands a three-hooded serpent tvlfich winds round 
the lx)dy of the dwarpala ; the fourth baud is broken. A panel representing a 
flying gtmtda and another containing a scene of the Ifinga worsliip and another 
representing a wrestling scene, appear a little over the head of tlie dmrpala. 

The left side of the arch has in the middle portion a nude male standing 
figure wearing a conical head-dress and below is a cammed frieze representing 
the scene of the (loddess Bhawani (Tulja) crushing the Mahisha Asura (Buffalo 
Demon). There is a bull in front of the Goddess and on cither side are figures 
of standing attendants and seated drum-beaters. Ou.the frieze are also carved 
figures of mukaras — tlie griffins of the Hindu mx-thology. To tlie left of the 
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frieze is fitted a fiagmentary Lnscriptional tablet, the letters of which are abraded 
beyond the possibility of dedphennent. 

In the interior of the arch of the gatei\ny are also fitted into the masonry 
two figures of garuda^ in the same haphazard manner. The gateway was 
originally fnmished with wooden shutters out of which only the right one is now 
existent, 

Kank vegetation growing on the roof and walls was causing a great damage 
to the structure. The Department has taken measures to protect the building 
from the ravages of nature and time. 

The following monuments were surv'eyed during the year in the Gulbarga 
District:— 

Aland Mosque i The mosque is known as ‘All Farhad mosf[uc—named 

after the founder. 'All Farhad ^lan. It lies at a distance of about 200 yards 
outside and to the south of the enclosure of the shrine of the saint, Hazrat 
^aikh ' Ala'uddiii Ansari. better known as I^adlay ^laikb- 

The building stands on a lofty plinth So' 4 ''X 55 '^ /* high, 

approached ui the middle of its Northern side by a staircase consisting of eleven 
steps. At the head of the staircase is a narrow doorway (4' 6* wide) which forms the 
entrance to the courtyard of the mosque. The entire structure is of well-chiselled 
masonry, the stone used being of a dark grey hue. The prayer-hall of the 
mosque consists of a single hall measuring 30' q^X 25' internally and has three 
arched oj^enings facing the East. The ardies are of uiufomi span —8' 3' wide. 
Over the top of the central arch on the outer face is a Persian inscription in 
Nas^ characteis recording the fact that the mosque was coustmctjcd by 'AU 
Farhad Khan The inscription is silent about the date of the erection of the 
building. The interior of the prayer-hall has been plastered over and white¬ 
washed. But the mihrab, which is constructed of black stone, presents a 
beautiful contrast against the white background of the adjoin tug wall surface. 
The margins of the mihrab have been canned in geometrical designs and over the

top is carved ^**^1 ^ The two side niches, on either side of the 

mihrab. have onl3' an outline of black stone to indicate the form of the arch, the 
interior of the arches being plastered over with lime. The flooring of the 
mosque and that of the courtyard in front is jiaved throughout with large slabs 
of grey coloured stone and harmonizes nicely vrith the tone of the building in 
general. 

The facade of the mosque has three arches and an ornamental stone 
chhajja, placed on elaborately carved brackets to afford further shelter from rain 
and sun. An elegantly carved parapet crowns the top of the structure. At 
either end is an octagonal minaret, about 30 ft, in height and 12 ft. m girth. 
Each minaret is decorated with lotus {letal rings both at the top and the bottom 
and four ornamental bands placed at equal iuter\''als in the body further 
decorate the minaret. The pedestals are square like those which support the 
minarets of the mosque of Ai^l ^au at Gulbarga,* The tops of the minarets 
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have each an orb placed on a lotus petal disc and finished mth a Huial, The 
finials are also of stone. Between the two minarets are two small turrets, placed 
at equal intervals, over the i>aTapet which break the monotony and enhance 
the beauty of the structure. The two corners of the rear wall of the building 
are also decorated with smaller turrets. 

The mosque has also an arcade of nineteen arches in each of its Northern, 
Kastem, and Southern sides. These arcades have small flat chhajjas running all 
round and lend a charming appearance to the body of the mosque. 

There is a large masonry* well in front of the mosque. The well :s in a ruinous 
condition. 

2 . Old Garhi, (^tncholf: The town-wall round the village of Chincholl . 
having fallen into ruins the local authorities sought the Department's j^ermission 
to demolish the entire Gofhi in order to make room for the extension of the village. 
With a view to ascertain if there are any historical or archaeological relics to be 
jjrotected on the spot the Assistant Director proceeded to Chmcholf and noticed 
that although the town-wall, which is constructed of Shahahad stone, is badly 
ruined, the western wall and the main original entrance to the village in the 
middle of this wall are in a tolerable state of preservation. The gateway has tw'o 
inscriptionat tablets fitted into its w'estem face. The feiblets are of grey granite, 
nicely chiselled, and the inscriptions, which are in Persian are caiwed in beautiful 
NasiaUtq characters.^ 

As the .structure of the gateway and the western wall are in a fair 
state of preservation and the inscriptions are of historical importance the 
District authorities have been moved to cancel the proposal regarding the 
demolition of the structure. 

The following monuments were surveyed during the year in the Atraf-i- 
Bald^ District: — 

(i) Th^ Tfiosqtu at Maisaram: The prayer-hall of the mostiue measures 
51' X 45' 5*' internally. The roof of the building is supported on 16 pillars — 
plain octagonal diafts of single blocks of stone. AboTC the capitals of the pillars 
are lintels over which the flat roof of the structure is laid. By this arrangement 
the haliis divided into five aisles, each aisle being faced with an arched opening 
coafrontmg the paved oourtj^ard of the mosque in front — blast. The inner faces of 
the surrounding w'alls of the other three sides are decorated with blind arches, 
but the central arch of the rear—Western—wall has been recessed to form the 
mihrab, to the right of which in the usiml stepped —pulpit. 

The facade of the mosque has five arched openings and at either end 
a tall minaret which is round in form. .\ carved stone chkajja, supported on 
stone brackets, adds further to the beauty of the structure and a decorative 
parapet, running all round the top of the building and relieved i-vith six small 
turrets placed at equal intervals in each of the four divisions of the parapet, crowns 
the edifice. The lower portion of the minarets is plain up to the height of the 
chhajja but the upper is decorated with two arcaded galleries, the lower

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being in level with the parapet and the upper being placed a little higher up. 
Both the galleiies are placed on full-blown lotuses and the toi>s of the minarets 
are iinislied with the usual orbs which are now' devoid of any pinnacles. 

There is a small cistern and a well in the N.E- comer of the courtyard, and 
the present entrance—an altogether new structure—stands in the middle of the 
Northern wail of the enclosure. The original entrance which w'as in the middle 
of the Eastern wall has been blocked up in recent years, A staircase constructed 
at the S.W. comer of the building leads up to the roof, from where a nice view of 
the surrounding area can be had. 

There are no inscriptions fixed to the building which could throw light on 
the history of its erection. But from the point of view of architecture the 
building deserves to be classed among the protected archmological monuments. 
The L'tepartment has therefore undertaken to protect the building. 

(2) AkkAtitta's Sara' it Mataaram^ : This is a large siiuareenclosure with an 
arcaded cloister running all round entered through a lofty gateway in the middle 
of its Eastern side. There are some reoiains of an old Hindu temple occupving 
the middle of the enclosure ov'er which w^as constructed, in recent years the 
military office of the Arab regiment which till recently had its barracks at this 
place. There is nothing in the building which could boast of any archaeological 
or artistic importanoe. 

(3) Shivganga, Maisaram: This is a large square masonrv' tank also said 
to have been constructed by the brothers, Akkanna and Madanna, There are 
steps constructed m all the four sides of the tank going even lielow water level, 
A row of five small shrines (now devoid of the images of deities) h a s been 
constructed in each of the four sides of the structure. The shrines which are in a 
ruinous state are covered with rank vegetation. A causewmy starting from the 
middle of the eastern side proceeds to the centre of the tank where a small slnine 
has been constructed overlooking the water ai the tank. Beyond its association 
with the names of Akkanna and Madanna there Is nothing in the structure which 
could pretend to any archaeological hniiortance. 

(4) Aonii', MaUaram t This is a large rectangular masonry* well with an 
uiiderground arcade running all round. Wells of this nature are a speciality 
of the Deccan and the South and served as summer resorts against the 
scorching heat of the sun. The well though old is not important either 
historicallj' or arcbseologically, 

(5) JamvMa Mvsque: The village of Janwada is situated at a distance of 
20 miles from Hyderabad and about 5 miles North-west of the Gandipet 
village, near Osman Sagar Tank. The mosque w'hich is the oldest and the 


most prominent building of the place lies to the South-west of the village, 
fhe building has a high walled enclosure surrounding it and is entered 
through a narrow doorwny in tire middle of its Eastern wall. The first thing 
w'hich the visitor comes aerrtss soon after his entering the mosejue premises

is a small rectanj^tilur tnasour}* cistern, constructed fii tbe centre of tJie 
ctnirt>’ard. Tu the North of the cistern and adjoining the Northern compound 
wall is a large rectangular gra\’e platform, at the extreme West of which under 
the shelter of a Necm tree is the grave of a lady, hnilt in stone masonry and coated 
over with lime plaster. The grave is rejjorted to lje the resting place of 
Princess Husaina Tiegatti, daughter of Sultan ‘Abdulla Qutb Shah. After her 
name the ^illage had once Iseen given the name of Husahiabad.' 

Tlie mostiue itself is a nice specimen of the late I'^olcojtda style, closely 
resembling the Musjjirabid Mostjue in the details of its decoration. The prayer- 
hall consists of a single hall (40'S' x 28'7" iiitemally) and has three arched 
openings facing the East. The span of the arches is uniform in eacli case 
measuring jo'8* At either end of the prayer-hall is a thick round niiiiaret 
about 1 / ft. in girth decorated from top to bottom witli cut-plaster work of 
an elegant nature, but recent repairs done to the minarets have concealed 
the decoration at the lower portions of both the minarets. A carved stone 
chlmjjn placed on stone brackets further adorns the fai;ade of the mosque. 
The ceiling of the prayer-hall consists of three low domes of umform size. 
In the middle of the rear—^Western—wall is the mihrab —a narrow blind 
arch—and to the right of the ntifirab is the pulpit, consisting of three stejkS 
—evidently a recent structure. 

I 3 eing aasociated with the name of a Princess of tlie Golcuuda dynasty, and 
possessing artistic and architectural featrues of considerable merit the mosque 
deserves to l>e ]irotected and preseiv^ed. The Departmeut has accordingly* placed 
the building on the list of Protected Archaeological Monuments. 

During the year under report the Geological Department of H-E.H, tlie 
Nizam's Gowmment reported the discoi'ery of ten prehi.storic burial sites in 
the GadwAl Samistan (Raipur District), of one site near Wadgaoii in the 
Osmanabad District, of five sites near Kapnur. hakshmiguda, Uplai. Bangaru- 
gutti and Mahagaoit in the (riilbarga District, and of thirteen sites near 
Duddal, Sadapur, HarnahallT, Eajalbaiida, Jukurit, Kamalhatti, Valkamdinne, 
Kataknur, Gntbichala hill, Trinapur, Patapaleni and Natampahad. in the 
Raiebur District. In addition to the old burial sites mentioned above the 
same Departmeut reported the discovery of old Ash Momids.* Dykes, fragments 
of prehistoric implements, rock engravings, etc., at .Manvi, Kutukuiinru. Mau^bswu- 
palll. Idguanpalli, Algampalh, Hardignddn, Maladkal, Gabbur and. Muhammadpur 
in the Rai(^ur District. A similar discovery was made during the year by the 
.-Vrehamlogical Department itself at Oadi^i BaoU. near Golcotida, in the Atraf- 
i-BaldMi District. This site is specially interesting as it shows examples of 
two different kinds of atident burial system — namely, tlie cairn and the

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As the above sites come under the category of pteMstoric cemeterit^ and 
habitations they will be protected under the Ancient Monuments Preservation 
Act enacted by H.H.H, the Nizam's Government for the protection and pre¬ 
servation of snch remains. 

In the Kalgonda District the .Assistant Director paid a second visit to 
Nidikonda* in the month of Urdibihi^t to prepare estampages of two old 
Canarese-Telugn inscriptions of the place. The inscriptions, occnning in the tanks 
in the neighlxmrhood of the village, are accessible only in summer. One of 
the i^scriptioI^5 is incised, on the four faces of a stone pillar erected in the 
middle of a tank and the other is carved on a huge boulder of rock 
which constitutes the natural band of another tank. The inscriptions have 
been deciphered and edited by Dr. P, Sreenivasachar and published in this 
Report as Appendix A. 

During his tours in the Warangal District in the months of ^urdad 
and Tir, 1343 FasJi, Mr, R, M. Joshi, the Research Scholar, attached to the 
Musemn, prepared a list of important sculptures pertaining to this District 
which is published in this Report as Appendix D. 

The work of the conserv^ation of the Ajanta frescoes continued as 
usual during the year under report. The most important measures carried 
out during the year relate to the cleaning and preservation of the frescoes on 
the walls of Caves 1 to IX. In addition to this, the work of the cleaning 
and preservation of the frescoes on the ceilings of the caves, which is of a 
trying nature, was started for the first time during the year. As a result 
of these oijerations the frescoes on the ceiling^ of Caves I. 11 . XVII and XIX 
have been presented. 

The construction of a platform at the "view-point of the Ajanta caves on 
the Balaphr Peepaldharl road which has been under the consideration of the 
Department for a long time is an accomplished fact now. This platform 
affords consider able facility to the visitors who can now without any risk 
enjoy the sceneiy' of the Ghats as well as have a general ^new of the caves 
in their natural settings from distance. 

In the direction of the annual maintenance and repairs of the Ajanta 
caws the new arrangement brought to edect from the beginning of the 
year under review, of carrying out minor repairs directly by the Department itself 
— as against the old arrangement when all these works used to l>e carried 
out by the P.W.D. on the Department's requisition — deserves sjtecial mention. 
The new arrangement insults a prompt attention to the immediate and emergent 
work pertaining to the caves. The Curator, whose duty it is to watch over the 
caves and to look after their preservation, bei:^ alw'ays on the spot can 
devote all his time and attention and can naturally attend more promptly to 
any contingency which may arise from time to time.

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During the year under review clearance on a large scale W'as effected ia 
caves XXI to XXIII and the iiregnlar passage which passed through the 
steps of cave XXJI was blocked and a straight passage has been con-^ 
staructed in its place which affords an easier access to the caves. The court" 
yards of caves X and XXIV which were origiuaily on a higher level than the 
liooring of the front verandahs, hav^e been cut down to a depth of li ft. and 
this provides a satisfactory drainage to the rain-water which used to collect 
previously in the verandah. The broken wooden planks on the bridges leading 
to caves IV', XIV and XXI have been replaced by new ones, and the nests and 
dirt of Ijats and birds gathered in caves XX, XXII and XXIII have been cleared 
and the cav'es thoroughly washed with chemicals, A new passage starting from 
the motor-stand and going straight up to the cav^es. thereby saving an ascent of 
about half the uumljer of the old steps, has been constructed for.the convenience 
of the visitors. 

At Eliora the work of cleaning and preserving the trescoes, a mention 
of which has been made in last year's Report was continued during the year 
under review. As a result of these operations fiv^e new frescoes represent¬ 
ing flying ApsartiSAS were brought to light in cav^es XXXI and XXXII. 
Scientific measures have been duly adopted to preserve these frescoes from 
the ravages of time. A complete set of the copies of these frescoes is being 
]>repared for ttiey throw important light oti the histor>' of painting in India 
after the v^anishing of the Buddhist religion fron> India. The frescoes generally 
are nearly a century posterior in date to those of Ajanta but the difference 
is so great that one fears to class them with the latter on jioiirts of beauty and 
artistic feeling [ Plates I—IV). 

With the intervention of the new arrangement for the maintenance of 
archieological buildings the duties of the preser\’ation and restoration of 
archieological monuments at Hllora, Khuldabad, Daulatabad and Aurangabad 
were entrusted to the Curator of the Ellora Caves, The works turned out by 
the Curator during the year are as follows 

At Ellora the old foot-path exLsting over cave XVI—Kailasa- -vrhich w'as 
overgroum nith rank vegetation w-as cleared up. This, in addition to improving 
the ap]j€araiice of the cave, affords an easy access to the visitors who are anxious 
to see the top of the cave. Similarly, the rank v^egetatioii growing on the tops 
of the whole series of caves ranging from caves 1 to XXXIV' was eradicated. 
These measures were highly essential as the mots of the trees penetrating through 
the tops w-ere causing irrejiarable damage to the caves. The huge monncLs of 
debris opposite caw XXIX were cut down as a result of wMcIi the view of the 
cave has been cleared up and more light is now admitted into the interior of the 
cave. In addition to the above the road in front of the caves has been widened 
at severa] points and yards laid out for the parking of cars. 

At Aurangabad the twi groups of the Buddhist caves bav'e been thoroughly 
cleaned and conser\'ed and made easilj' accessible by the construction of a 
motor able road from the Begampura Gate of Aurangabad to the foot of tlie 
hill in which the caves arc situated. A bridal path has also been cut along 
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tlje brow of the hill for the convenience of the \Hsitors to walk from one grouj) of 
cadres to the other without descending into the valley and climbing up the 
cliff again as they had to do before. 

The majority of these caves, in the opinion of Mr, Vazdani, who has been 
studying them carefully, belong to the seventh centurj" A.D, as is apparent from 
tJie presence of Pradikshanas and other features of the rock-he^vn temples of the 
Brahmamcal faith. The builders of these cav'^es were, however, familiar W'itli 


the frescoes of Ajanta and io cave III at Aurangabad is carved the sulasotna 
jataka wliicli is painted in cave at Ajanta. Similarly the dance scene, 

depicted in the left corridor of cave I at Ajanta, is repeated in the shrine of cave 
Vm at Aurangabad. The sculpture of these caves altlioitgh lacking the grace 
of Ajanta spetdmeas has a virility wliich biiiigs it in close relation to the early 
sculpture of Mathura and Barhut, It appears that the art of the principal 
Buddhist shrines represented the Ideals and motifs of the people of several 
nations, Greek, Persian, Chinese, etc, who had embraced Buddhism, wliile minor 
shrines in oiit-of-tlie-w*ay places maintained the older forms and techniques of the 
country- and examples of it were still to be found m the sculptures of Aurangaliad 
caves or in the early sculpture of Kalyani (Plates \T-X). 

At Daulatabad, further clearance was done to the I*ort buildings at the foot 
of the hill and as a result some very' interesting buildings of tlie Mughal and 
Nizam Shahi regimes have Ijeen preserved and made accessible to the \dsitor 
for the first time. Among these the Nizam Shahi Hammani and the old Mughal 
palace, in which it is said that Emperor Sfeah Jahmi had halted during his visit 
to Daulatabad, are specially noteworthy. At the summit of the lull a new ashlar 
inasonry’ platform has lieeii constructed for supporting the old gun which till 
now was resting on a decayed wooden stnicture. The mofe of the two rooms of 
the Baradari adjoining the Bala Hisar were also in an extremely dilapidated 
condition. Aii tourists and visitors always rushed up to see the panorama of 
historical monuments from the roofs of these buildings the safety of tlie tourists 
was a matter of great concern to the Department. The roofs in question have 
therefore been repaired and restored in accordance with the original work. 

In addition to the above works, most of the decayed buildings inside the 
Fort were also repaired and made strong enough to resist the destructive efforts of 
age and weather. 

The tombs and other buildings of arclueological interest at Daulatabad. 
which were in ueed of minor repairs have also been conserv-^ed. 


At Kbuldabad, the Dargah of Hazrat ^ah Riju Qattal Husaiiii which 
was in a dilapidated condition has been tonserx-ed thoroughly. The roof of the 
front verandah of the Dargah had totally disappeared; it has been restored now 
and the design of the new pillars is in strict accordance with the old iiattems, 

Ihe mosque of this Dargah which stood in need of repairs has also been 
Impaired* 


A new marble tuscriirtional tablet was fixed to the tomb of Prince A'zani 
^ah recording the date and the events of the death of the Prince. Previously, 
the tomb was devoid of any tablet and the necessity of fixing an rnscriptionaf 
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tablet to the tomb of such a distinguished persotiage has long been felt and 
emphasized upon by those inteiested iti the archieology and histoiy' of the 
rieocan. 

Further, the marble sarcophagus of the grave of the renowned saint. Ha^rat 
Amu Hasan Sanjad, which was construeted last year by the P.W.D. was fault?* 
in man?' respects. A new marble sarcophagus has been set up in its place. 

At Aurangabad, the gaps in the marble inargius round the flooring of the 
mosque in the Bibl-ka-Maqbara were filled in w-itli new marble slabs. Care has 
been taken to see that the new' work matches the original one in every respect. 
The above works were executed by Messrs. Uprait?- & Co,, Secimderabad, 
under the direct superv'ision of the Department. 

At Bidar a vast programme of excavation and conservation has lieeii carried 
out. In the Fort tlie area uf the Takht Mahall was further excavated and 
cleared of the huge mass of debris. As a result of these operations the large 
courtj^ard in front (East) of the Mahall was completely cleared up and several 
apartments towards the North and East and a series of guard-rooms built outside 
the courtyard, facing the East, which till now were buried under debris have 
been disclosed. 

Tlie double arched gate?vay tcadiug to the Takht Mahall, through which the 
msitors have to pa&i in order to msit the Mahall, w^as badly in need of re|jair 5 . 
The structure has now iieen conserved thoroughly and may last a couple of 
centuries if not more. 

Tlie building of the Na<iqarkhana in w'hich the Dqjartment has decided 
to house the antiquities of the Fort, ami a reference to whidi has already been 
made in last year’s Reijort, was considerably repaired and an arch shaped parapet 
and a reinforced concrete chhujja added to the building in accordance with the 
original design. 

The network of motorable roads in the Fort was further extended and 
the old ntads to Gagan and ^inl ^Lahalls liave Iietn w'ideiied to enable tfie 
traffic to pass by conveniently. A new' road has also been coustructed from the 
Sola Khamb Mosfjue crossing to the Naqqarkhana with a view to afford 
facility to the dsitors who are desirous of visiting the local Museum. The 
new* road outside tlie Fort. kintUy projmsed by tiie Hon'ble Mr. T. J. Tasker, 
C.T,E., the construction of w'hich w^as started last year made considerable 
ppjgress during the year and there is a likelihood of the road being completed by 
tlie close of the next finaucial j’ear. This road w'heii completed whlJ enable 
the visitor to stud?* witli ease tlie fortifications of the fort which hitherto 
were inaccessible at various points. 

The Front (Eastern) comixmiid wall of the Madrasa of Mahmud Gawan, 
the construction of which w'as started last year and mentioned in last year’s 
Report, was completed during the year. .Moiigside with tins work the area 
round the building which was extremeh* ujiev'eii was filled with rntram and 
levelled up. But the most im^jortant of all the works executed during the year 
was the one relating to tlie conservation done to tlie /tifadf of the building. 
The plaster of the /afudc which formed the lied of the tile-?vork had decayed

badly in most places and was gradually peeling off from the wall surface, taking 
down with it the tile decoration. The work lias lieen most skilfully accom¬ 
plished and the fear of the destrnction of the tile-work has been considerttbly 
allayed. 

The mosque at I'arh Bagh als<> required to lie conserved. The work con¬ 
sisted of the general repairs to the w'alls and flooring wdiich liave been done 
in lime and cement. A retaimng wall at the back of the most|iie and a covered 
drain to drain off rain ivater. w-hicli were essentially required, have also been 
constructed. 

In the vicinity' of Barid's tomb the Naqqarkhaiia attached to this 
tomb was in need of repairs. The roof and walls of the buildup were repaired 
and strengthened and the graves on the platforms of 'Ali Barid and QSsim 
Barid, which stood in need of repairs, have also been conserved. The lieantiful 
mostpie in the premises of ‘Ali Band's tomb was also conserved and the black 
stone edgings of the mihntlt of the nwisqne which had disappeared have been 
replaced with new edgings. The network of motorable roads around ‘All Barid's 
torab has been repaired after the seasonal rains. 

The w'ork of the con$cr\'ation of the Sola Kliatnb mos(|ue which was taken 
up by the PAV.D. last year was in progress in the year under review and l,s 
likely to be completed next year. The work so far entried out is exceiieiit 
and it Is hoped that the extjeuditure on the entire work will not exceed the 
allotment of Rs. 22,420 sanctioned for it. The architecture of this bnilding 
forms an important landmark in the history of the Deccan niottuments, Ijchig 
characterized by a massiveness of construction and simplicity of design in 
contrast to the feebleness of coustmctkin and excess of iiriiumentation of the 
later buildings. The gardens in front of the mosque are also being restored 
and the work when completed will make the tnonument one of the mt^ 
attractive sights in tile Fort. 

Mr. Sultan Ali Khan Faiutp. the Supermstw of the Department, iias observed 
great care and shown considerable skill and knowiedge in carTvaug out the iiistruc- 
rious of the Director in the conservation of the monuments of Bidar. 

In the domain of Hindu inscriptions, a comprehensive survey of the Tcingu 
districts has liecn made and all records in that language have been copied 
and are now being edited in the form of & monograph by Dr. P, Sreenivasachar of 
Madras who has lately obtained the Pli.I), degree of the London University 
for the researches made by him in the political history and the inscriptions 
of the Kakatiya dj’nasty. In addition to the above, the Canarese inscription of 
Kopbal and those of Kukkaiiiir and Kallur are lieiug edited in tivo separate 
monographs by Mr. C. R. Krishnama Charlu of the Epigraphical Survey of India:, 
The alxtve monographs are likely tt) be published as Hyderabad Archfcological 
Series Nos. 11 and 12 early next year. 

Apart from the inscriptions mentioned altove Di. Srcenlvasachar has edited 
for the Department tlie Nidikouda inscriptions (near Jangaon). the Ra^trakuta 
inscription of Amogha\’ar^ I (dated 872 A.D.J Axed in the premises of the 
Dargah of Hazrat Sfeah Afjat BiabanI at Qaapet and the inscription of the 
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Velamas of Kacakonda. The articles are jiublished in this Report as Appendices 
A, B and C. 

During tlie year a thorough study was also made of the Moslem inscriptions 
of Sliahpur. Sagar and tldgi in the Oulljarga District and a detailed article 
on ttiem has been contributed by the Director to the Epigraphia Indo-Modemka. 
The majority of these inscriptions are in Persian and lielong to the 'Adii Shahi 
dyiiastj’ of Bljaphr. One of these inscriptions, however, Ijclongs to Muhainmad 
Tughhuj but so far it was wrongly attributed to Mahmud Shah BaihnianL 
Tlie inscriptions of the ‘Adil i^ahl dynasty throw interesting light on the 
genealogy and the date of assuming independence by these kings. 

During the year under report a fairb' large collection of coins was ao^tiired 
for the Mnseum. Tlie total number of coins was 2,238. They consisted 8 of 
gold, 546 of sih'CT and t ,683 of copper. 

In the year 1342 FasH the Government had kindly sanctioned the construc¬ 
tion of a workshop and the filling up of the arches of the \'erandab with 
glazed doors. Major laortioii of the scheme was materialized during the year 
under report and the rest of the work is expected to be completed by the middle 
of the next year. The Director of ArchtEologj’ had applied to the Government 
for the sanction of a suitable grant regarding the construction of a Picture Gallery. 
The scheme has been sanctioned by the Gov'ernment and the new Picture Gallery' 
will he constructed to the north of the Museum. 

Two Italian artists, Messrs. Ugo Mori and MaOi. had approached the 
Government to allow them to hold an exhibition of Italian sculptures and other 
pieces of art in the Hy'derabad MiLseiun. Sanction was awarded by the Govern¬ 
ment and the exhibition proved a complete success. It w'as graced by a visit 
by His Exalted Highness and the exhibition was extremely instructive in 
offering a comparative study of the modern sculptures and the ancient 
Indian sculpture. The artists sold their whole collection, the major part of 
which was [mrcliased by' His Exalted Highness himself. 

His Exalted Highness the Kizani was graciously' pleased to present to the 
Museiun some pieces of marble and a helrnet which W'as once worn by an 
officer of Monsieur Raymond s army. Majority' of the pieces of marble were 
discovered In the Dominions and these have been lodged in the Geological 
Section. 

Among other exhibits acc|mred for the Museum some deserve s]>eciai mention. 
All image, Diplak^abuil or Lamptxiarcr was received from Warangal as treasure trove. 
Tlie inudelling of the image and the expressiou of face point to an Independent 
school which may' have Nourished in the Deccan during the mediicval j>eriod (/th to 
12th ccntiiiy). A detailed article on this image has been compiled by the Director 
and contributed to the Jonrmd of the ftidian Society* of Oriental .Vrt, A plate' of 
blue Cliina was ac<]uired which must have belonged to Shah Jahan. A 
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iiiaiiiiscrii>t copy of Kartfun lias been jiurchased. It contains ten paintings 

of later Mughal school representing the higJi water-mark of the art of tliat i^riotl. 
A steel dagger with a jade handle has Ijceii locally purchased and it bears the seal 
of the Raja of ^orapur. 

A note on the e^ihits acipured for the Museum is included in tins rer)Ort as 
Appendix N.

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Mr. M. Franswah, Photographer of the Ucpartment, jjrepared fort>’-nine Pi»toer»pb» 
negatives during the year under report. The titles and scales of the photographs i>''awtna9 
are given in Appendix J. 

Kbau Bahadur Mr. Syed Ahmad, the Artist-Curator of Ajanta, prejjared ais- 
colmir copies of the frescoes of Ajanta for the Department's record. 

Mr. Muhammad J alatuddin, the Artist of Etlora. prepared four colour copies 
of the Ellora frescoes for tiie H>'derabad Musetini. A list of all these copies is 
given in thi.s Re]xnt as Appendices K and D. 

The total esiienditure on the conservation of monuments acioiiuted to Espeodiiur* 
Rs, 91,017-13-6 {R,G. Rs. 78,015-4-9) during the year, which compared with the rron'^*''''*'^*** 
figures for the pre\noiis war, Rs. 67,613-4-ir shows an increase of Rs. 33,404-8-7. 

The detail of this expenditure is given in .\ppendix II. 

A smu of Rs- 85,830-15-4 Rs. 73.560-13-2) has been spent during the u^penmture 

year on the maintenance of the Department. The figures for the previous year (enance at th* 
under this head were Rs. 81,527-fj-i (B.G. Rs. 69.880-10-6), The detail of this 
expenditure is given in Appendix G. 

The expenditure on the maintenance of the Museum amounted to 
Rs. 34,270-105 <B.G. Rs. 29,374-13-6) during the year. The detail of this 
exi>eiiditure is given in Appendix R. 

As the Ihrector's book on Bidar is almost ready now' and the compilation Tour Pr*. 
of the volume f>n Gtilbarga which follows it ivill necessitate a detailed survey of 
the Gulbarga nionumeiits, he will pay frequent visits to this jilace. The tliird 
volume on Ajanta licing still under compilation the Director will also visit Ajanta. 

He maj- tour in the Bidar, Warangal and such other districts of the Dominions 
where conservation or excavation work of an imjjortant nature is in progress 
and requires his ^ter.sonal insjiectioii, 

The Assistant Director wnll personally supervise the excavation operations iu 
the Warangal Fort wliich uill be started in the early part of the next year, and 
will also tour in other districts according to the reiiuirements of the Department 
for research and exploration.

During my tom iii semcli of Kakatfya inscriptions, kst yc^ar. the Director kindiy nsked me to 
vmt Nidikoo^a and see if there went any important inscription^ dtere. I \isLted the place and 
prepared estantpages of t^vo inscriptions, one on a stone pillar m the middle of the tank and accessible 
only in suinmer* and the other on a huge boulder of rock^ The Assrstant Directuf, Mr* S\ed \nbiufi 
kindly supplied me mtli another set of beautifnl estam pages of tliese inscriptions which he had 
taken. Unfortunately* however, the opening lines of the pillar Lnscriprinn are badly damaged, 
and entdd not lie filled up- 

T, Pillar InscripHon 

This record in indsed on the four sides of a stone pillar^ ronghJy polished and badly exposed. 
The characUrs are Telugii of the lath century* and there is nothing remarkable about the paleography* 
The language of the inscription hj Sanskrit verse on the fimt side of the pillar* and the rest old 
Kannndii prose and verse. 

The record opens iivith a mutilatetl Sanskrit verse in praise of Siva {v. I), and is followed by 
another extolling the virtues of the Calnkya emperor, and wishing him victory (v. 2}. Then follow 
the titles of the Calukya emperor^ referred to as Tribhurunumalla ( 1 * f.)* who is no other tluin 

the famous VihramUdifya VI of the Cdlulmi dynasiy of KiilyMfy, who mletl from A,D. 

He bad a feudatory call«I Dttgga (I* J7h or Ditggufma (L 54). who was the lord of Natavadu, and a 
veritable Ihiinderhoh to the enemy feudatories- His wife established Gtid .Mup- 

pesvara, and for the enjoyment of tlmt Clod and tlie maintenance of the worsbipjjcrH gave 

2 mariuru^ of wet land (?). ttnder the tank of Ralfa-jMamiuham^ and 20 muriurus of dry land {?). Dug- 
garasit^s second wife KHalfardni also made a grant of NirrapitgHnia {?), w^hich was probably a stUiall 
pond. 

The date is given as itUardya^jia-saHkriinfi, in the cyclic yeai Turattn which b said to Ijc the 
year of the Cdtukya-Viisfamif Era, Tkbi works out tn be the 24ih 4 ]f December, A JK rTo4. Xo details 
of tile date are given to enable verification, hot tlic cyclic year tallies with tlie year mentioned in the 
Era, which started on the 8th of Mnrcli A.l>. 107b. 

One or two points about this inscription deserve some attention. In the first place^ this in¬ 
scription is the only definite evidence of the actual exletit of the Western kingduin about 

tins time. The Western tSJnk^'a inscriptions at Drak^rarna, and even the evidence of the capture 
of Vefigt bv the Wustem Calnk^'as and their sack of Cebrotu, does not prove definitely mi>idiing mox^ 
tlian that the Westeni Calnkyas pienetrnted far into tlie Vengi kingdom in their milftary advance. 
But here we have o fendatoiy' of the Western Cn|ukyas mling nver tluB region, and making a grant 
to a temple established by hia own wife. 

Wild thus Dnggarasa wm, we cannot defcniifiie at present. The only historical fioint given in 
this inscription about him, is that he was the lord of Nutavadn. We hear of the Xatrapadn riftfydi 
south of the Krishna ri\'eT. before the sixth oeotury A.D-. in Visnukun^in inscriptions. In the 
beginning of the 13th century A.D, we bear of a petty family of rulers who called themselves the 
Xatavndi or Xathavadi chiefe, who mled part of tlie cfiuntry about Bezwnda and Ainoravati on the 
Krishna river, and whose inscriptions are found in Beiwada, Amaravati (in SnttenapalH taiiik, (^rnitur 
District), and Tripurantakam (in Markapur taluk, Kumooi district). Chronologically it is impossible 
to suggest the identity of the Dugga of the Nidikonda inscription "with I he Durga, the grandfather 
of the Nltavoiji chief Rudia 1 , who tnaxricd a sister of tlie Knksitiya king Cauapati, In hLsBezwada 
record of A D. 1201*^ the Xatavadi cMef Rudm 1 calls himself son of BudEla-raja of ^tadapalli. in

The following insdiptioii is inscribed oo a steme pliiat^ which, along with another identical 
piltaj- coDtainlng a Klkatiya mscTiptiann b in the Daxg^ of l^a^rat Syed ^Eh Af^al Biabanlp in 
Qa7-ipet. The present irkscription b on the pillar to the right; as we enter p and is in an e:ccellent 
state of prescrvatioii except for the repeated coats of whitewash. The di mens Tons the pillar 
arc mnghly 5 ft. by i5i inches hy 15I inches. The top of the pillar is hmlcen off, and hence 
several lines are missing on eadi ade of the inscription. 

The language of the inscription is old Kannada, except for the imprecatory verse at the end^ 
which is in Sanskrit. 

The characters ore til the t j-pe that Shhler calk the middle variety of the " Kanarese-Teiiigu * 
alphabet, found from about A.D. 650 to about 950, and used in the inscriptions of the 

Colukyas of Vltapi or Badami, of the Rastrakutas who succeeded them ^ and of the Gabgas 
of Maisur^ VVe also find this variety in the copper-plates of the Eftsiem CS|iikyas nf Vesigt^ 
A few^ of the main points of nrthogiaphtcal interest are 

(r) Iji general the chaiactets are upright, carefully made, and sninewhat large m ligatTirea. 

(а) The strongly cursive fcha in line ih is identical with the old-Kanoada letter, and 

according to iTeet^ never occurs before about AlX 800, although it appears in the

(5) The ma has its opper part dow^n towards the right and placed almtwt on the same level 

as the lowTr one. The precursor of the old-Kaunad itjj, 

(б) The Jiravidian ra in line 33, first appeared in the yth oentuTV A.!),, and gi\"es wcighl 

to the argument that the Kannada language had a ligature already in the jth 
century. 

The opening lines of the inscription are lost and it begins with the regnal year of Ainoglm- 
\nirsa which is also partly dauiaged. We see only *Hgktk% which 1 deduce froin the cyclic 
rear bandana to be the 58th regnalyi^af of ^4 /. Then follow a few titles of Amogba- 

varsa I, and his governor BAlnmi-ttja, who made certain rcgulatiotis negardiug the custoniary 
payments to the village officials* by the people ot Armmakt^wdii. This is ohrionsly the same as 
the modem Hanamkonda. 

This inscription throws much light on the administrative and social conditions of those 
times, and is meidentally of much political importance. 

This inscription is also helpful in confirming the date of the accession of Anioghavar^a L It 
b dated in tlie /.SiA fign 4 fi yeat of AmBgha^r^H the cyclic year being Nandam, m the month of 
iravuna on Svkki Pancami, which liappened to be Sunday. I have calculated the date with the 
help of the Indian Ephenieries of L- Swairdkannu Fillai. The date is a sound oue and is 
e<iuivalent to July /jfA, AM. ^7^, the titiii rettnfi being only bg that day, which means that it 
expired at 16 hours 30 minu tes after sun rise. According to this therefn re .\inoghavar^ 1 > accession 
mnst have token place not earlier than the 14th of Jtdy, S14. and not later than the 13th of July, 815* 
This reduces the period of one year during which Fleet assigned his date of accesdon, baaing his 
calculations oP the Simr grant® (Dharwar District), of Amoghavansa I's 52nd regnal year* dated

This inscription is the only reliable record tn show how far Aiuoghavai^ W'a.s successful 
against the Vchgi kingdoin. For a correct miHerstanding of his aefaie^-ement. however, it is necea- 
sary to go into the relations of the Ra^rakutos with tlie Rnstern Calukyas. before the accession 
of Amogbavarsa 1 , 

fiovinda II. A-D, 77't-^7f), before his accession to the throne, fought against the Vehgi 
ruler, but there was a long intcrv'al after this in the conflict betw'eeti the Raatrakutas and the 
Eastern Catiikyas which was broken only hy I'lovriida II seeking the help of the V'eiigi ruler 
and a few others against his brother, Ilhruva. The accession of Dhmva hiought no change, 
since he was at first too bnsy cnnsolidating his positton. Later on Olmiva was engrossed 
In his Northern wars, and it was not until the acccssinn of (bivinda HI. the hither of 
Amdghavarsa I, that the ktngdnni of Vengi suffered fniiii the hands of tlie Riistrakutas. The 
defeat of the Vengi ruler is first mentioned in the Radhiinpur grant ' of tfori A.D., anti although 
Covinda 111 came to the throne in A-Ib 793. his firsi; expedition against Veiigi was probably later 
than 804 A-U, Till ahotit that time iTovinda'a military' activities were in <ithcr tiirections. 
The Vengi ruler wa.s utterly defeated and tiw Radhanpur plates state that he wu' forced 
to go and build the walls of a fortress.* This incident is said to have taken place on the occasion 
of the transfer of the Rastrakfita capital to ilanyaWieta or llalklml. Amogliavar^ I even says 
in his Sahjan plates, that Ids lather made the lord of V'engl ■ sweep Ins camp *.* Vijayuditya U 
was aot going to leave all this unrcvcnged. His turn came wlien Omuda IM died, and the 
accession of his son AmOghavan^ I brought in a rear of succcssiun. 

Although Amoghavarsa'sacceSKion came about in peace, troubles arose sttoa after, and tn tlie 
words of Amogiiav arsa himself, the ‘ great &un ’ of the Rastrakutas * set gi%-lng riw to the * gUirv ‘ 
of the moon and the stars,* What this admission on the part of Amoghavar^ means wc 
cannot definitely say. fir. AJtekar sees in this an actual depositian* of the sovereign and Im 
fubserfueut reinstallatinq, though the evidence U too vague and too indefinite to warrant such q 
conclusion. 

The Eastern Cafnkya king Vijayaditya If must have liad q faj, share of respousibiJity fm all 
these difficulties that beset the voting ting- Many of the lolS battles that he a said to have 
fought against the (iniigaa and the Raftas (i.c. the Rastrakfitas). in the contse of a period of i:;| 
years* must have l>Mn at this time. There is no evidence to show how far Vijayaditya ll 
penetrated into the west, and to wliat extent he wws actually respnitsible for the troubk-s at the 
time Ilf the accession. But the indirect evidence of rile later exploits of Atnoghavat^a I, 
together with the elaborate description, in Riistrakuta inscriptions, of Ids great achievement' 
in recovering his power, and raising tlie glory of Hie Rastrakfifas, allows that Hie Rastrakfitii 
kingdom must have sulTered a great deal fmm the liancb of a fnreiguer. who was prrtbabfv 

tbe VcDgi ruler. 

The present inscription definitely proves that although /torn the military' point nf view the 
reign of the peace-loving Rq^rakfita king AmTiRtiavarsa I uus not a success! he won back from 
tbe Eastern rajnkyas a great deal of what he must liave lost in his yoTmger dayTs.

Dr. Auditor writes* * * The statement in the Ra-shtrakiita rec^nls that Amo^j^lmviiralia hnally 
inflicted a cmsbing defeat upnn the V^engi npjKmeol; is supported hy some nf the Chllukya 
records themselvcrs ' ^ and then proceeds on to (pJote tile evidence of the Idar plates m support of 
his coDtention. According to this * after the time of fVmiaga V'ijayiditya, the Venjifi kingdom 
was occtipied by the Rash^rakiiia forces and that Bhima luid to reconqaer tt from Krshna IT 
sometinie after bis own accession in A.D/ The evidence is not conclusive. The question 

needs to he thrmonghly disctissed. 

The 5ole contempftrary evidence^ therefore of Amogliavatsa's ^success against Veftgi* is this 
Qazipet record. The three records that Dr> Altekar pnint:^ out to prove Amoghavaraa^s success 
ngain^'^t Vengi,^ art very much later, and cannot l>e taken to be conclusive. The SangU plates of 
(■5viijda IV state that * a right royal feafrt was offered by Amnghavar^ I to Yama on the battle¬ 
field of V^ingavnlli, wliere he met the Ca|ttkyas and tJie Ahliyfishakas *. But these plates are dated 
A.D* q33, nearly three ijiiaiters of a centtm' later than Amoghavaisa^s success i4gainftt Veiigt, 
according to Dr, Ahekar himself* The Karhad plates of Krisna ID are later still licmg tinted in 
A.D. qSfl. Besides, these plates show nothing more than that AmoghavTcrea I mtist- have been 
successful in some war with the Vengi Mng. The extent of his actual penetration into the Vefigi 
kingpin in. ami the severity of the defeat of the Vengi ruler is not known, and vvas not perhaps 
very great- On the slmider evHdenoe detailed above it is not justitiable to a.ssume that Amoghi' 
varsa I's success against the Vengi kingdom waa remarkable especially when rve note that 
according to Dr, Altekar bis military ochieA^etiients m other directions* were mediocre. He states 
that even after he emerged \Hctorious from the troubles of suct'ession* his feign w*as full of internal 
revolts, and there was a total absence of external achievement. He bad immense trntible 
vrith the revolt of his cousins ruling in Gujerat, and later, a senous rebellion broke out 
Lti which even his son, ^t¥Uu, the heir-apparent, partidpated, Amoghavarsa might have 
lost his throne this timep hut for the help of his faithful ^deemy at Banavase, With these 
troubles at home^ Amoghavar^ could do nothing but see calmly the rpiiiiaja-Pratibam mler 
Mihira Blioja extending his dominions right up to Kathiawar. Nor did he interfere in the affairs 
of Bengal* On the contrars', the Pita reconbs claim that Xarayauapilu had defeated a Drrivida 
king, who was probably Atiinghavarsa himself, according to Dr* Altekar. In tbe soutb he could 
not annex Hangavidi ivhicli had become independent at the beginning of his reign, and he 
actually conciliated the GaAgas by a matiimonial alliance." 

Thus according to the above evidenoe of Dr, Altekar him-sclf* Amoglmvaisa^a military 
achie\’ements were mfifliocre, and so even the defeat of the Vengi mler* does not wem to have 
been a * ■mlistajitial mililaiy' achievement as be seems to think. 

We need not enter into the i|ues.tiun t>f the later relations fd the Rlstrakritos with the Eastern 
Calukj’as. This inscription shnwii that even in his 58th year^ liU kingdom extended as far east at 
least os Aiiiuakoftdu, and the natuie of the inscriplbn shoivs that the cuuntr>‘ must have li^.'ti 
enp>ying i peaceful rule-

The foUomn;; b a fragment nf an ftucriptioB, from Vidapalli Lti the Natgouda district, 
belonging to the Vetamas of RAcakon^, very few of wbt>£ie inscriptions are so far available. 

PaitEosrapky. The chaTacleis are Tctugu and belong to the Telugu-Rannada alphabet of 
what Burnell calls '* the tran^hiriinal period," klaay of the letters are assuming modem forms 
(poxticiilarly sa written with a stroke on the right leaehing to the bottom in 1. 5: and ai in 1. 31). 
The aspiration of the letters is not definitely formed and ttmny of the letters are not aspirated. 
The only differctice lietweeii the letters bhii atid ba is that the former oiakcs an angle with the left 
prong of the ‘ talsitattu,’ while the latter does not. The Utter ti is written in twn different ways. 
One form is rtttite modem, while the other is more cursive (II. 3 '*< 33 . 35 )' form of the 

conjunct consotiant ththa (istirtlttha I. t) is noticeable. The Dravidian \ is still in the ntaking, 
and in one place is replaced by 1 ( 1 . u). The characters resemble those of the .\lekal[impandi 
grant of Siiiga^a Nay aka in a general way. 

The Lan^Ha^e is Sanskrit. 

The inscription begins with t«'o invocatory verses referring to Vighn^vaTa (v. i}, and Vbnw 
of the Boar incarnation (v. z). It then speaks of the Recerla dj-misH' in the ^ludra community 
(v. 3 J. in which was born king Dica ( 1 . 14 ), He is said to have tiuelled the pride of the Pandyas 
(v. 3 ). His wife was called Pocainbika (J. 20 ), and she gave birth to a son called ^Itnga. vrhn 
became a valorous and welHuiovrn ruler fv. Siiuga had a wife called Sitiigamaibba. and two 
sons called .Annawta ( 11 . aq and 30 ), and lladlmva (I, 30 ).

The fan of the Kokatlya kingdom did not transfer the whole nf the Kukutiya dominions to the 
Mu:dim The kingdom of Wamngal still continnerl, though much shnmkeu, and some u£ tiw 

petty chieftains l>ecame independent, and establbljed small principalities. The chief of them are 
the Padmsnlyakas or the Vekntas, who were the livak of the Ttoditk 

These establtshed themselves id and aroKind the inountainicFiis regions of RJlcakoEida and 
D^varakondii in the iNolgouda distnct, and held sway over a r^ion of vai3^iug dicneuiiiona, 
Kacalmndti occupies a pietty safe poshioii, being surrounded by a ring of Mils, and this enabled the 
Vekmas to bold forth against tbe hoatflity of all their neighbours, rmmdy the ResJdk of KnndavTdu 
in the East, the Vtlaynnagfijra kingdom ia the Santb, and the now much shmnkeu Watangal 
kingdom in the North. 
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Accordkig to VeTugM-Vari-vanisa-cantra* * tlw first hfstoiictil p^t^n of tJic family is Pra^dityB, 
of the tune of the Kakatiya rulers Gauapati and Kudraiuba.’ He hart two sous V^euna and Snhhi, 
who servert Rurtmrna aud Pratipamdra^ and dlstingnhihed themselv^ as ^eat wi^rdors.® Veii«a% 
son wm Dnca, who was also called Va^a-Daca, He is said tolia^^ rtisttfiguMied himself by ^rv irijT 
under Fnitapamrtm <lnrmg his campaigos against the Pandyas.® The last statetnent b canfirmed by 
the present iosciiption, which refers to tlie curbing of the pride of the Pindyas by DSca.* 

How'ever, the first I^admanayaka rider, after the fall of the Kakatiya kingdoni in A.D. t3^3, 
is Sifiga or Shigama-Naya, the eldest son of Daca, After tlie fall of Pratapanidni lie seems to 
have acquired Racakou^p Denmikan^r and a few other forts and set up independent rtde. 

The date of this important event is nneert^^in. It is more than likely that Ricakoiida and 
Devarakonda were in the hands of SmgAp when the Waraaga] kiogdom feU. But until the eud of 
Prataiierndni's reign, it is unlikely that thb faitbfnJ servant ijf the KakatlyaSp who called himself 
“ the leleaser of the king froai imprisonmeot/' (rayn-bandhvitnocaka) would liave attempted to 
declare himself the ruler, 

Llut even after A.iL 1326 Sihga could not have been an independent ruler. Although we do 
not knotv exactly the extent of Cite territoiy that was actually under the mJe of Muhammad 
Tagblnq at tlje time of his accession, it is foirlj^ certain that Telingana as far os the river Ktsna 
including the Velania dominions^ wiere part tif his kingdom. Tektig and Xompila are mentinned 
by Bami as provinces in his kingdom even at the beginnJng of his reign in A.D. 1325. Muham- 
ftind Tughluq got a land revenue register compiled for the uew^ province of Telingann* which, 
according to Sir Wolsely Haig, must have been completed by A.D, 1326, In A.D. 1327 T^Iuhamniad 
transfeixed his capital from Delhi to E^evagiri (Dauhitabiidj, intimidated somew'hat by 
Our^sp^s rebelliiTn. Datilatabrid remained as the capital of India till a bout A.D^ 1336. and 
all this lime Telingnim was probably under the direct rule of the Sultan MmseH. It is not 
possible under lhe?e circumstances to iuLOgine the tounding of a new kingdom fight under the 
very nose of Miibauiiiiad Tughluq, Of cdutbc it h probable tliat Siuga was the virtual 
ruler of the territory in which case he ccnlrt only have ruled subject to the sovcieignty^ of 
Muhammad Tagblug. 

After AJI>. 1335 began the tmr^t m Teliugaua which finalJy ended in the independence of 
Warangal. It began with the misfortunes of the Sultan, when he set out ffooi Pellu to subdue 
%ed Jalal-ud-din Ah son, his governor at Ma'bar. At Warangal on his w ay to Ma'bar* cholera 
broke out in his eatup, and even he fell sick- His becillli suffered much, which led him to 
abandon the expedition. But before leaving Warangal be divided the province of Telinguna into 
two parts, with a second capital at Hidar. Warangal was renamed Sul^upur and MaJik Makhul 
or Malik E^bul * was appointed the governor. 

This was the signal for the commtRcement of Lhe operatiim of all the disruptive factors 
ut work* The iSultan %vas getting more and mnre luto difBcuJties and he aliemited the affecticirii 
and syropatby u| all his nobles and followers by bis unreasonable and imortbotlox actions. 
Tellngaiui was seethi n g with discontent, and Kaiiya Nayak or Rapaya Nay aka seems to have 
fanned the flame of revolt. The position of MoJik Makbfil became more and more pre^rious 
day by day, till he was finally dislodged from Waraugat iu A.D, 1344 according to Firishta. 

Therefore Siuga mitst have declared himself independent some time betiveen A.D, 1335 
and r344.
